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1 . At the Executive Committee Me eting : 

a. I mentioned that the Educational Aid Fund might benefit 
by the suggestion to employees that overseas personnel who dispose 
of personal property at a profit, such as automobiles, might con- 
tribute the profit to the EAF . This would be in conformity with the 
Department of State requirement that U.S. officials overseas, in 
disposing of personal property from which a profit is realized, must 
dispose of the profit to charities in accordance with certain procedures., 
If this proves feasible, we should circulate this to overseas employees 
and include this item in the Support Bulletin. 


Dr . Wheelon mentioned that the
